(= 1416/7 A-D.). In this case, too, I Chronicles was not microfilmed. 2 
Chronicles is copied in a different hand that seems to be of the early 16th 
Sentury. Although the text seems to be well preserved, the photographic 
reproduction is such that considerable areas of all leaves are poorly legible 
Ss the result of insufficient illumination and inexact focusing. The text 
of both parts of the codex is disposed in 2 columns; for the books of Kings 
there are 32 to 35 lines to the column, while for II Chronicles there are 
35 or 36 lines.

A copy of the four Gospels in a 1kth or 15th century hand. Several documents 
issued by Abbot Takla Iyyasus Mo’a in the days of King Eskender (1478-1494) are 
written in blank spaces of the manuscript, and these may well be roughly conte: 
Poraneous with the principal text. As this manuscript was also microfilmed for the 
Behiopian Manuscript Microfilm Library (EMML) as Project: No. 1930, and as the leaves 
in that film have been numbered, the following catalogue is based on the EML 

film, rather than on the film of Rev. Donald Davies. The inner top corners of sost 
of the leaves have been lost, but the missing text -- often two whole lines of one 
column =~ has been supplied at the bottom of the preceding page in what could be 

4n 18th century hand. The manuscript consists of 201 leaves. The text is disposed 
in two columns, 27 lines (ff. 2-62 and 154-198) or 30 Lines (ff. 61-152) to the col 
column. The leaves measure 41 by 35 cm. The beginning of each gospel is ornamented 
and is preceded by a handsome miniature of the evangelist (except for St. Matthew, 
which has been lost). The manuscript is owned by the Monastery of St. Stephen on 
the Island of Haig (Yay) in Lake Haiq.
